Wday. Noverier 2?, 1963 «t pm Ksrvln Johnson 879 and myself, vhile 

vorklnp: as partners, vent Into the Bales Cflfo, located at 3007 Lettiron Avenue, to 
eat lunch. Johnson and I sat dowi at the tahle and looked at the menu. I told 
Johnpon to order for mo thct I was going to call tb« office and tell thorn that 
ve vould he out at this location. I called the office and talked to Lt. Well8. 
I told H. V,ells that we vould he out to eat, and the lieutenant infarmed me that 
the President had been shot and to return to the office imniediately. I hung 
up the phone, told Johnson that the President had teen *ot, and ve were to return 
to the office lirmedlately. Ve pot into our car and returned to th« city hall 
and oiir office. 

Cpon our return to the office Lt. Veils told us to report to Elm and Houston. 
Ve pot into OOT car and drove to Elm and Houston and arrived there approximately 
19: ?0 pm. Peteotive Johnson and myself entered the building, Texas Book Deposl- ' 
tory, and went directly to the 6th floor where ve contacted Captain Fritz. 
Catitair Fritz put Johnson protecting part of the scene on the 6th floor and ny- 
self protecting the part of the scene where the wi-^dow was that the Aooting took 
place. I remained at this location In the Texas Book Depositoiy on the 6th 
floor until Det. Studetaker of the crime lab search section had dusted the 
windows and surrounding boxes for prints. I found a long brown paper sack 
looking item that looked homenade. It vaa beneath and to the left of the window 
where the shootinf; took place. I believed this to be the container that the 
rifle Oswald used was in. Cet. Etudetaker dusted this item and initialed it. 
T)et. Johnson and myself initialed it also. Pet. Johnson had a Dr. Pepper botUe 
that was in the area of the scene that ho was protecting. Pet. Ftudebaker dusted 
this item for prints. Approximately 2:30 pn upon completion of the work of 
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the Criice Scene Search Section, Det. Johnson and myself took the Er. ^ofV^T 
tottle and the brovn paper sack looking ltei» to crime laboratory on the hth floor 
of the city hall. Det. Johnson carried Vrs bottle and I carried the sack to the 
car. Det. Johnson vas driving the car. I held all iteras frox the Texas Rook 
repository to the crime lab. "pon our arrival at the crime lab, these tvo 
items vere turned over to Det. H. R. Williams of the crime lab. Det. J*nson 
and m-'self then returned to our office on the 3rd floor of the city haU. 

We arrived back at our office approximately 3iOO pm. From then until 2i00 an 
November ?3, 1963 I answered the telephone and assisted in bringing Oswald from 
the .1ail to our office and back to the Jail. At 2tOO am Hovember 23, 1963 
I was told by Captain Frita to go home and return at 8iOO am. At 8:00 am on 
November 23, 1963 I returned to the office. I answered the phone and stood by , 
for further orders. At 12:30 pm on November 23- 1963 Det. Johnson and myself , 
wer« told by Lt. T, P. Kells to go to the Oak Cliff Cab Co. at Davis and Tyler 
Streets and contact a driver by the name of W. W. Scocgins and bring him to the 
city hall. Upon our arrival at the cab company we were advised that this 
driver was standing by the cab stand at the Adolphus Hotel at Comnerce and Akard. 
This driver Soopgins was advised to meet us at the Tellow Cab Co. office at 
610 S. Akard. Upon our arrival at 610 S. Akard we contacted V. V. Scoggins. 
The cab supervisor on duty at 610 S. Akard toie Det. Johnson and myself that 
there was another driver on duty "at this time that had said be had picked Oswald 
up at the Greyhound Bub station. Ve advised this supervisor that we needed to 
talk with this driver also. The supervisor contacted the driver and had him to 
report to the office at 610 S. Akard. The driver. Bill Vlialey, ca™e to the 
office and Det. Johnson, V. V. Scofgins, Bill Vhaley and myself returned to the 
city hall to our office at 1>30 pm. 
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Upon our arrival at our office 1 took Bill V.haley into Captain Nichols' 
office in the Auto T^eft Pureau to take en affidavit of fact from him. Mr. 
VTialey pave an affidavit to the effect that he had p'ekod Ojvald un at the 
Creyhoun?? 1=08 Station at l?t30 pm on Hovemter 72, 1963 and lot Oswald out In 
the 500 r-lk.of North T^eckley at 12il($ m on NovRwher 2?, 1963. The affidavit 
was typed up ty Patsy Collins and was notarized ty her when Hr. VJbaley signed 
it. y.T. ■^.'haley and Kr. Scopglns were then returned to the Yellow Cab offlc« 
at 610 3. Akard by other officers from our bureau. 

I stood by the office answering the telephone and awaiting further orders. 
*t 9:30 pm on November 23, I963 I was advised by Captain Fritz to po home and 
return to the office at 81OO ara on November 21j, 1963. 

I returned to the office at 8:00 am and reported for duty. I answered the 
phone and stood by for further orders. At 9:30 am Detectives leavelle and 
Graves went up to the ?th floor Jail and brought Oswald down to Captain Fritz's 
office at which time Cartain Fritz started interrogating him. Present at this 
interropation, to the bast of ny knowledge, were Mr. Kelly of Secret Service; 
Vt, Holmes, Postal Inspector} Kr. Sorrells of Secret Pervicej Captain Fritz, 
Peteotives C. N. Bhorlty, J. R. Leavelle, L. C. Craves and myself. This 
interropation lasted until approxiniately 11:1? am at which time I, along with 
the others, was advised by Captain Fritz that we were poin^ to transfer Oswald.
